visited tho village of Hazel Green, 
Wis., on Friday last. 
Heretofore there 


has been some apparent limit to the 
force of whirlwinds, and there has gen- 
erally remained in their p^ath somo mon- 
ument of strength which has defied 
their assault ; but in this case the storm 
appears to have been absolutely resist- 
less. There waa no partial demolition 
of objects in its eonrso , no ruin simply 
of frail tenement s, while stronger ones 
resisted successfully. 
All that the tor 


nado struck in its fall force it destroyed 
absolutely, eompletely. 
Heavy 
stone 


buildingu were crushed like paper box- 
es, not by persistent beatings about 
thorn, but instantly, as if a colossal 
hand of iron had struck them to the 
earth. 
No instance occurs to us where 


the dost motion and loss of life have 
boon so great, proportionately, from 
such a cause. The whirlwind only 
struck at a few points in the village, but 
where it descended havoc and ruin were 
Iho result. 
Seven persons were in- 


stantly killed, and fifteen more or less 
severely injured, while over twenty 
buildings wore destroyed. 
This in a 


small village of 1,000 inhabitants. 
SjincthiDg of tho force of the tornado 
may bo gained from the fact that a span 
of horses standing side by side in a 
barn were lifted sixty feet in the air, 
and carried a distance of twenty rods 
and dashed to the earth again, falling 
only ten feet apart, and retaining the 
respective places occupied when they 
wero lifted from their places. 
One 


whole family namod Kiohards, together 
With a neighbor and her infant child, 
wore killed, and so suddenly did the 
tornado strike the dwelling where thoy 
wore assembled, and so quick was the 
work, that thoy wore found in the very 
positions occupied ero the stroke do 
aconded, having hud apparently no time 
to make oven a frightened movement 
toward escape 
Outside of tho center 


of tho whirlwind tho forco was of course 
moderated, ind horo tho destruction 
was only partuil , but it scorns that in 
tho direct lino ol the tornado, and in 
the places whoro it fairly touched, 
nothing withstood it. It appears, also, 
from all that can bo learned, that tho 
fearful visitation was confined to a nar- 
row limit, ,ind that no other points in 
tho vioinily suffered to any extent.

A CHAT WrnTjEKE. BLACK. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 9.—I had a 


little chat with Jere.« Black in the cor 
ridor of the Ebbitt House this morn- 
ing. He is here aa counsel in some 
heavy law cases, notably the District 
real estate pool investigation before the 
House Committee on the District. He 
is counsel for Hallett Kilbourn's party, 
whose head is Shepherd "Well," after 
the formal introduction, etc., "is this 
Bolknap business going to give Dem- 
ocrats tho country ?" "No—o, not of 
itself; I hardly think so. In order to 
carry an election by excitament it is 
necessary to keep up the fever heat mo- 
tive power " "Don't you think that 
this is but a surface indication—that 
there are deep strata—layer upon layer 
of conuption in the Republican party, 
from which 'motive power' can be per- 
ennial, as it were ?" "Well, now, you 
see by what a mere accident this has 
como out, and how hastily thoy are cov-

It was nothing but a quarrel 


between two women—Mrs. Marsh and 
Mrs. Belknap—which brought out this 
thing—a quarrel while they were in 
Europe, p'ossibly having its occasion in 
some deeper scandal."
